Certainly in the past ten years no 
man bas performed such a feat. 

It was generally known that Mr. Bryan 
was to speak, but no one expected him to 
sustain the great reputation made by his 
tart speechdelivered last year. That speech

will perpetuate his fame. No such speech 
has been heard on either side the 
debate opened. His delivery was perfect; 
his argument exceedingly strong. Every 
possible argument in favor of free coinage 
he placed before his hearers in the most 
forcible style. He did not repeat himself. 
Though without a note before him, he 
went through every argument in language 
that riveted bis hearers to their seats. 
Occasionally a single standard man would 
interrupt, but none did it without subse- 
quent regret. He knows his case, so to 
soak. At repartee he is brilliant. His 
handsome, smooth face always broadened 
into siniles when a question was propound- 
al him. With the confidence and ease of 
a fercing: master, he would clip the wings 
of his interrupters. He drove every one 
to his seat who exhibited the temerity to

Every word 
fits just where he puts it. His voice is 
splendil!, bis utterances pleasing to t@& 
ear. his arguments strong. The speech ha 
established him as the greatest orator in

THE GOLD AND SILVER QUESTION. 


Speaker Crisp Has Been Working 
on His Coinage Committee. 


OTHER ‘NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 


Weston Patterson Gets an Appointment in 
the W est— How Georgians Wil} Vote. 
Gossip About Local Affairs. — 


Washington, August 16.—(Special.)—'The 
impression is growing that if any speedy 
relief of .the present financial situation is 
to be had it will be by legislation not di- 
rectly relating to silver. 

The leaders of both houses anticipate a 
tangle. The house is anti-siver; the senate 
will vofe for free coinage. They may get 
together on some compromise in a month 
or two, and they may not in six months. 

Realizing this, preparations are being 
made to commence work on other financial 
legislatfon. The senate already is consid- 
ering the bill allowing national banks to 
issue currency to the par value of bonds. 
That may pass this week and come to the 
house. 

To consider this and other matters the 
banking and coinage committee must be 
organized in the house. Speaker Crisp is 
therefore “hard at work on his committees. 
Last night he worked on them. until 1 
o'clock. Tonight he will work even later. 
Hle will not wait until the debate now in 
progress in the house is over to announce 
the members, but may get special authority 
from the house tomorrow to annotnce 
them at once. In that event they will be 
announced Friday or Saturday, organized 
immediately and begin work on Monday. 

The banking and currency committee 
will be expected to bring in some financial 
measure not relating to silver without de- 
lay. 

Bly Chandler Right on One Thing. 

Senator Billy Chandler, of New Hamp- 
shire, has declared in favor of the free coin- 
age of silver. When such New England 
representatives as Chandler flop over to 
free coinage it is evident that the senate is 
certain to give a big majority for bimetal- 
lism. A few more such speeches as Senator 
Vest’s, of Monday, and Mr. Bryan’s of 
today may cause an unexpected rush for 
the free coinage band wagon. 

How the Georgians Will Vote. 

In all the Georgia delegation Mr. Caba- 
nies is the only member who favors an wn- 
conditional repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman law. He is opposed to 
making the attempt to attach a free coin- 
age bill or anything else onto the repeal 
bill, though he is an advoeate of bimetalisim. 
He says he thinks that the Sherman bill 
should be repealed at once and then the 
matter of substitue legislation mny be 
considered. He is for free coinage, how- 
ever, but for repeal right now. All the 
other members of the delegation will vote 
for free coinage at some one of the ratios 
that will be voted upon. 

Should all the amendments to the Wil- 
son repeal bill be voted down the majority 
of the members of the delegation will per- 
haps cast their votes against that bill, 
though there are several who will yote 
for it. On this latter question several of 
the Georgians, like other members, have 
not made up their minds, 

A Bill That Will Pass. 

The indications are that the bill allowing 
national banks to issue currency to the 
par value of their Donds on deposit will 
pass the senate within a few days. Many 
senators on both sides of the silver ques- 
tion will vote for it. Though there is 
some very decided opposition the prospects 
are that the majority in favor of it will 
prove large when the vote is taken. 

The Situation as It Now Appears. 

Senator Vests’s very decided and unmis- 
takable free silver speech jn the senate on 
Monday has had the effect of making the 
silver men more sanguine in their state- 
ments that the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law is an impossibility. 

The fact that Senator Vest, who has al- 
ways stood very clese to the president, has 
declared against him jin this fight has, in- 
deed, had its effect. Now that Senator 
Vest hag taken the lead there are many 
senators, heretofore considered  weak- 
kneed, who will follow him, and it is be- 
ginning to appear that the president’s mes- 
sage has not had the effect expected of it. 

The silver men are growing more de- 
termined never to allow the repeal of the 
Sherman law without free coinage or a new 
measure which will satisfy their demands. 

So strongly convinced are many of the 
conservative men of both houses that the 
fight is going to be a long and bitter one— 
perhaps without results for many months— 
that they are attempting to get. together 
on some measure for the relief of the pres- 
ent financial situation more general than 
the mere provision for an increased circu- 
lation of national bank notes, which is 
now pending in the senate. 

As soon as the banking and currency 
committee of the house is organized it 
will begin work on a bill, in which silver 
will not figure, for an increase in the vol- 
ume of currency sufficient to meet~-all the 
demands of trade. This committee will 
certainly bring in a bill for the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on the issue of state 
banks, but the situation is badly mixed 
now and nv one seems to have any definite 
idea of the result. 

The best opinion, however, is that ‘the 
efforts to settle the silver question in any 
reasonable time are going to be futile. It is 
probable that all amendments to the un- 
conditional repeal bill introduced by Mr. 

“Wilson will fail in the house. But the anti- 
silver men are very nervous about the vote 
on the provision for free coinage af the 
twenty to one ratio. The silver men have

But the best informed of them do hot 
believe it will pass. Still they have no fear 
now of.a repeal bill becoming a law with- 
out some condition advantageous to silver 
being attached by the senate. Should the 
senate pass a free coinage bili at a twen- 
ty to one ratio and insist upon its adoption 
in conference between the two houses the 
silver men believe the house would finally 
agree. But should the senate insist and 
the house refuse to agree then there could 


be no silver legislation. Another difficulty 
in thé way is the statément by the leading 
silver. men that the president would veto 
any free coinage measure. 

With all these difficulties in the way the 
Outlook seems anything but bright right at 
present. 
~ While the fight, for free coinage is going 
on inthe American congress it is signifi- 
cant that a bdiil shankl have been intro- 
duced in the British h@use of commons de- 
claring that the time is@pportune for Great 
Britain and the United States to establish 
a durable par basis fortgold and silver.

Mr. Berry, of Arkansas, addressed the sen- 
ate in favor of the double standard of gold 
and silver. It was generally agreed, he said, 
that the Sherman act was thoroughly bal. 
It was a law which never should have been 
passed and he was pariicularly gratitied that 
not a single democratic vote had been cast 
for it either in the senate or the house of 
representatives. In an evil hour for the 
eccuntry the free silver republicans had parted 
company with their friends on the demo- 
cratic side of the chamber and had con- 
sented to the passage of the Sherman act 
and the repeal of the Bland act. The repeal 
of the Sherman act. without other legisla- 
tion, would in his opinion, place the couutrs 
upon a gold basis; would prevent the future 
colnage of any silver and forever practically 
destroy silver as money. Me /Mr. Berry), 
believed in the double standard, and was 
not willing to cast his vote for the gold 
standard of money. Mr. Cleveland had often 
declared in favor of bimetallism, and he 
(Mr. Berry), was confident that, notwith- 
standing the prwsident’s failure to discuss 
bimetallism in his message. he would approve 
any bill that repealed the Sherman law. 
and provided for the circulation of both gold 
and silver on such terms as wonld give them 
equal value. 

The Todge resolution was taken up, with 
the Gallinger amendment to it--to the effect 
that it would be unwise and inexpedient to 
make any radical change in the tariff prior 
to March, 1897: and Mr. Gallinger addressed 
the senate. He declared himself ready to 
vote, at the earliest possible moment. for 
the repeal of the Sherman act, though he 
did not believe that that much abused law 
was largely responsible for exist'ng financiat 
evils. Wis prescription for the evils oftticting 
the body nolitic he gave as follows: “Let the 
bill permitting banks to increase thelr circu- 
lation be enacted into law; and let this res- 
ention and agadment he adopted andk con- 
fidence in our tianances will be at once restored 
hoth at home and sbroad; trade will brighten, 
and another era of prosperity, equal to the 
marvelous prosperity of the administration 
of President Harrisén will speedily come to 
the people of the United States.” 

After a brief executive session. the senate.

FEVER REFORTED AT PHILADELPHIA 


On a Schooner from South Carolina—Doubt 
as to the Genuineness of This. 
Latest from Pensacola. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)—- 
Surgeon Branham had two attacks of mild 
black vomit. today, but tonight is | alive 
and resting comparitively easy. 

The board of health and city council met 
today and decided to have a meeting every 
day at noon ¢o consider matters coming un- 
der the re@plution providing that the prac- 
ticing physicians of the city be instructed 
to send to the board of health daily a re- 
port in writing of every case of sickness 
under their observation. The board under 
that resolution will issue bulletins every 
day to the public about noon at the city 
hall. 

Surgeon Carter jnstructed Health Of- 
ficer Robert Burford to send vessels other 
than those coming from Havana to wharf 
at Hunter, Benn. & Co.’s at Back river 
and all vessels from Havana to quarantine 
at Sapelo. 

HWoctora Go to Quarantine. 

At 5 o’clock Drs. Dunwoody and Bran- 
ham and O. V. Barkuloo, the nurse, were 
carried through the city and placed on 
board a steamer for the government quar- 
antine at Sapelo, where they will remain 
until all danger from their contracting fever 
will be passed. All looked well and _ re- 
ported good health. They were well disin- 
fected by Dr. Hugh Burford before leay- 
ing the house. 

The police commissioners have put on 
6ix extra police and four mounted to guard 
the residence portion of town from thieves 
until the people return to their homes, 
aud are being-praised for their precaution. 

1 have arranged for a daily communica- 
tiom from Sapelo as to the health of the 
Brunswickians and will keep the public in- 
formed fully. 

No Danger of a Spread. 

Dr. J. L. Horsey, of Fernandina, as- 
sistant Florida state health officer and con- 
nected with the marine hospital service, 
is here to aid the physicians in stamping out 
the case. He says there is no cause to fear 
the fever will spread. The government has 
assumed control of the ease and tomorrow 
morning will establish a quarantine four 
hundred feet around the house. All oc- 
cupants of the building will be enoved out 
and those who do not move upon request 
will be kept in for fifteen days after the 
termimation of the case. All premises and 
streets will be disinfected in the quaran- 
tine district. The government will pay for 
all damages to property and for what is 
destroyed. Dr. Robert Hazlehurst has 
been appointed attending physician and will 
stay in quarantine for fifteen days after 
the case terminates. 

News = received tonight from Mrs. 
Harris Branham, wife of Dr. Branham, 
now up the country, states that she is suf- 
fering from nervous prostration caused by 
mental anxiety for her husband’s welfare. 
Efforts will probably be made tomorrow to 
send Dr. Branham to her. 

They Deeply Kegret Their Action. 

Both Drs. Branham and Dunwoody are 
honorable men and hold high professional 
and social positions and no one doubts that 
they regret their error sincerely in causing 
Brunswick's misfortune and it is known that 
they would undo their unintentional error 
at any cost if it were possible. 

The Doctors Suspended. 

Council met tonight in regular session 
and brought up the fever subject. Mayor 
Lamb gave notice ta suspend Drs. Dun- 
woody and Branham for dereliction of duty. 
Dhe report was received and the physicians 
will be notified, 

Mayor Lamb and the board of health 
have given Surgeons Carter and Hutton 
power to act in stamping out disease, but 
Mayor Lamb insisted on protecting the city, 
and keeping nurses and physicians of. pa- 
tient out of the city for thirty dows as a 
precaution. Mayor Lamb wanted the eoup- 
cil either to vote for thirty days or relieve 
him from the responsibility for any future 
results, if they returned in any less time. 
The council was against him and the 
length of quarantine will be determined by 
a committee from the board of health aid 
council, 

Mayor Lamb fought hard for a thirty day 
quarantine and protests he is right. and 
will protect the city at any cost of persona! 
friendship. He is red hot and determined 
and the people will back him in his efforts 
to wep Brunswick free from another case.

YELLOW FEVER OFF PHILADELPHIA. 
A Schooner from Charleston with Three 
Cases Aboard. 

Philadelphia, August 16.—The schooner Bet- 
tie, M. Lister captain, from Charleston. was 
detained at the Jocal quarantine station last 
evening with three cases of suxpected yellow 
fever on board. The sick seamen were taken 
to. the hospital sat the lazaretto, where one 
of them was founc to be suffering from a well 
developed case of the dreaded disease, while 
the others are suspects and show symptoms 
of the early stages of the fever. 

The schoaner sailed from Charleston a 
week ago. On the second day out one cf the 
crew of eight men became fll with fever. 
He passed through the various stages and 
was reported this morning to be convalescent. 
The man was a foreigner and unable to tell 
Dr. Boenning- where he had been prior to 
shipping from Charleston. The doctor said 
the disease has, not developed far enough in 
the other men to enable him to say positively 
that it is yellow fever. 

The fusnigation of the vessel is being per- 
formed today. It is loaded with lumber, which 
makes the work of disinfection easy. Dr. 
Boenning has caused the other men in the 
crew to be taken ashore and they will be de- 
tained until the period for the development 
of the fever shall have passed. it takes at 
least ten days for the disease to develop. How

NO GREAT EXODUS 


Has There Keen frum Pensacola—Last Night's 
Balletin from Health OMmicer Porter. 

Pensacola, Fla., August 16.—The last bul- 
letin posted at the board of health office 
at 6 o’clock this evening stated that no new 
case of fever or suspicious sickness had 
been reported up to that hour. 

The following announcement was issued 
by the state health officers tonight: 

Office of State Health Officer of Florida.— 
Pensacola, Fla., August 16.—To the Public: 
A statement having been widely circulated 
that an. extensive exodus of panic-stricken 
people from Pensacola has been continuous 
since the 9th instant, the date of the an- 
nouncement of the death of the Rev. Waite 
and Elien Wood, it will be interesting to 
know that no more than 600 people have left 
the city to all points and for all purposes 
since that time and many have returned. The 
railroad office reports 525 tickets sold. and it 
is fair to assume that not more than 10 per 
cent of this number in addition has left the 
city by other conveyances. This shows then.

ple of Pensacola. although dreading the dis-

| dred ot the four hundred men when they 
claim themselves ready for work.

It désigned to 
méake this the crowning feature of the great 
exposition and the great breeders of the 
world are manifesting active interest. The 
exhibit which opens next Monday will in- 
clude all kinds of cattle and all breeds of 
horses except thorough bred trotters and 
runners. These will have their own later. 

Austrians at the world’s fair and those 
in the city will join in a grand celebration 
on I‘riday in honor of the sixty-third birth- 
day of Emperor Francis Joseph 1. 

THE AUGUSTANS

The party is known as the 
Augusta exposition party, and is composed 
of the leading social people of Augusta and 
an number of its prominent business men, 
the whole in charge of Patrick Walsh, of 
The Augusta Chronicle.

Bombay, August 16,—The religions race 
rioting was resumed in this city today, 
and for several hours the streets were the 
scenes of desperate conflicts. The fighting 
was of the most sanguinary nature, and a 
large number of persons were killed and 
injured, Today being a Hlindoo holiday, 
the authorities anticipated a renewal of the 
recent disturbances and were in & measure 
prepared to repress an outbreak, but the 
police and the force of troops in the gar- 
rison were inadequate to cover the whole 
city, and before quiet had been restored in 
one district fresh outbreaks would oceur in 
other parts of the city.

A Passenger Train on the Atlantic and 
Danville Railroad 


MEETS WITH A TERRIBLE ACCIDERY 


Which Crushes to Death or Drowns 
Seven Persons. 


A BRIDGE GIVES WAY WITH fl 


And All Cars but the Engine and One Cag 
Are Thrown Intothe Water-The 
Killed and Injured. 


Danville, Va., August 16.—An awful ae 
ci4-nt occurred at the county fue tresfie; 
just east of Dilton, on the Atlantic and 
Danville railroad, this morning at 2:60 
o’clock, by which two passenger coaches 
and a sleeper were precipitated into the 
creek below, a distance of sixty feet and 
the killing of seven persons outright and 
the wounding of a number of others. The 
train left at 1:35 o'clock this morning 
and was th? ~egultr train bound for Ports 
mouth. After passing through Milton an¢ 
going over the trestle, the engineer, Pay- 
ton Tunstall, who says he was running at 
the rate of ten miles an hour, felt the 
bridge giving way. He threw open the 
throttle, and the engine, tender.and a 
box car got safely over, but the passenger 


cars were too late and the span went down | 


under its weight, the second passenger cat 
and sleeper following. 

The cars were shivered into kindling 
wood and the escape of any of the passen- 
gers was a miracle. The water in the ereek 
had risen to the depth of twelve or more 
feet and it is the general belief that the 
rise had undermined the foundation of the 
iron piers, ¢ausing the trestle to settle. 
On the train at the time were about six- 
teen persons, including the train hands, 
but only one of them, Conductor Morris, 
of Portsmouth, was killed, none of the 
others receiving serious injuries. 

In the sleeper were Mrs. Harvey Giersch, 
two children and nurse, of Wing N. 
C.; Conductor J. L. Sizer, of Kiehmond, 
and J. R-. Towns, colored, porter. The 
nurse was drowned and the conduetor and 
porter were slightly injured. Mrs, Gierseh 
was on her way to Lawrenceville to visit 
friends.

Operators This Year. 
THE PRODUCT MATERIALLY REDUCED, 


This Action Was Decided on at Yesterday’s 
Meeting at Savannah-—Sternberg 
Denies His Guilt. 


—_ 


Savannah, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)— 
The turpentine operators held their annual 
meeting here today in the Masonic ba, 
about 100 being in attendance anu over 
500 stills being represented. They met to 
discuss the situation which, in view of the 
monetary stringency, is not promising. 

After a discussion of some length com- 
mittees of operators and naval stores 
factors got together and discussed the situ- 
ation. They recommended the adoption 
vf a resolution that the naval stores pro- 
ducers suspend working yibl aid boxes 
during the remainder of the season. ‘Lhis 
resodution, after some discupsion, Ws 
unanimously adopted. ie 

The operators will work only virgin box- 
es, which will result in cutting down the 
crop 15 per cent. This means a reduction 
of 25 to 30 per cent in the entire crop, 
as the product up to date is over 15 per 
cent short of the average. 

‘he cause of the dull season has been 
the tremendous falling off in domestic 
consumption, which has been the result of 
the monetary stringency. ‘These causes 
have operated to make prices too low to 
pay the producers a profit on their product. 
The suspension was recommended as a 
remedy and it is hoped and believed that 
it will affect the maket advantageously at 
once, 

A resolution was also adopted requesfing 
the factors not to put out anyymoney to 
those producers who worked old boxes in 
violation of the resolutions adopted by the 
convention and this the factors readily 
consented to do. The convention then ad- 
journed to meet the second Wednesday in 
October, when the policy fer the coming 
season will be outlined. 

Finally Did Help Them.

Sternberg Denies His Suit, 

Simon Sternberg, who was arrested in 
New York on a charge of forging the 
name of T. Krouskoff to a note for $750 
which was discounted by the Citizens 
bank. was brought back to the city today 
by Detective Wetherhorn, but was not 
taken to jail. He remained in charge of 
the detective until this afternoon when he 
gave bond for $2,000 and was re'eased. 
The bank officials have refused outright 
to settle the ease and will prosecute 
Sternberg to the extent of the law. He 
stoutly denies his guilt. 


WILL SEND COTTON THIS WAY. 


Fort Valley Warehouse Men Are Indignant 
About Savannah's Action. 

Fort Valley, August’ 16.—(Special.)— 
Yesterday all Uay cotton Wwarehotise men 
of this and contiguous towns, as well as 
farmers, were discussing the resolution 
offered in a business men's meeting in 
Savannah last Saturday by Captain John 
Flannery, to the effect that Savannah 
eotton buyers and warehouse men would 
not send any money out of the city to 
pay for cotton that was shipped them 
from the interior, but would send checks 
in lieu on either local banks payable in 
New York exchange only or New York 
exchange direct. There was no money 
to be paid on their local checks, even if 
took them to the banks in person, 
you would be given New York exchange. 

This resolution was severely denounced 
by the warehouse men and farmers, who 
were apprised of its contents, and a move- 
ment was at once set on foot to see what 
Atlanta @vould try to do in this premise, 


‘and if her banks would promise to give 


them all the aid they could, whether it 
would be sufficient to move the crop or 
not, that they Would make a gigantic effort 
to turn all the cotton they could via At- 
lanta to Norfolk. They will also try to 
get the cotton exporters of Norfolk to 
aid Atlanta in furnishing the money to 
move the coming cotton crop. 

Cotton along the Columbus railroad from 
Butler on, ean be shipped to Columbus, 
and from Americus, Dawson, Albany, 
Fort Gaines and Eufaula to Atlanta and 
Norfolk just as easily as it can be shipped 
to Savannah or any other seaport in Geor- 
gia. 

Again, cotton along the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad in connection with 
the Maeon and {Ncegwthern railroad can 
carry the cotton to Athens, where they 
can turn it over to the Seaboard Air-Line, 
which will tak® it to Portsmouth, Va., 
and thus cut Savannah out of the cotton 
in the territory where these roads touch. 

Now is the time for Atlanta to increase 
her cotton receipts and to give her com- 
presses all they can do, not only for the 
coming season, but for all time to come. 

The warehouse men and buyers in this 
section of the interior, are going to give 
Savannah’s eotton exporters and wholesale 
merchants the grand go by on account of 
the adoption of Captain Flannery’s reso- 
lution. 

Now?is the time for Atlanta to increase 
her cotton receipts, commercial importance 
and her already wide reputation as, a 
live, energetic, progressive city.

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The Plan of Issuing Clearing House Cer- 


tiflcates Is Discussed. 
THE MONEY'LL BE THERE WHEN NEEDED 


Says Eanker White—A Preacher Burglar- 
ized—A Sad Death in Athens—Other 
Classic City News.

Athens, Ga., August 16.—(Special.—The 
resolution passed by the  mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce Monday reautsting 
the associated banks of Atlanta to is- 
sue clearing house: certificates in order to 
have ample funds to move the cotton crop 
this fall, has been discussed by the busi- 
ness men of Athens very generally the 
past two days. ‘The plan is considered a 
wise one by the vast majority of our citi- 
zens, and it is not improbable that a simi- 
lar request may. be sent to the bankers of 
this city. . 

The banks in Athens are in a better con- 
dition today than they have been in years, 
for they heve been! accumulating currency 
the whole summer’ in order to meet the 
firnencial stringency «hat is now o" us, and 
which had ‘been apticipated for many 
months by the bankers vf all sections of 
the country, : 

Whether similar ‘vértificates to those de- 
sired by the cotton men of Atlanta, wi!l 
be issued by the associated banks of Athens 
is sill a matter of coubt. Hut there is no 
doubt that many of th2 merchants, and 
bankers as well, are anxious to see it done, 

Mr. James White, of the Nutional Bak 
of Athens, whose rating on the Jast roll 
of honor of the antionak banks of the 
United States, was cleventh in the union, 
second jn the southern states, and first in 
Georgia, said this morning that he saw no 
need of such action on the part of the 
Athens bankers. He had no_ doubt 
that when the time came for moving the 
cotton crop, which was at least thirty or 
forty days yet, that Athens would have 
ample funds to do ‘it with. Where these 
funds were to come from he would not say, 
except that they would come through the 
same channels that they have come in the 
past. 

Mr. A, L. Hull, of the Bank of the Uni- 
versity, and Mr. J. A. Benedict of the 
Exchange bank both think the clearing 
house certificate plan is a good one as a 
safety valve at least. Of course, if the 
money comes as Mr. White anticipates, 
there will be no need for the certificates, 
but they are not, as confident that the 
money is coming as Mr. White is, and they 
think that the certificate plan would be 
a very wise precaution. 

As the capital of the national is about 
three times as much as any one of the 
other banks and almost as much as the 
combined capital of all banks in Athens, 
the opinion and action of Mr. White will 
carry great weight with it. The standing 
of Mr. Whfe’s bank as given above proves 
him to be one of the ablest financiers in 
the United States, and if he says that the 
money to move the cotton crop will be in 
Athens when the time comes to move it, 
I guess it will be here. However, in spite 
of the fact that the banks have been stor- 
ing wp currency for several months there 
is not at present enough money in the 
vaults to move the very large cotton crop 
that is expected in the fall, and the money 
will have to come in from somewhere or the 
clearing house ‘eertificates used to the 
amount of at least $100,000.

Ail recognized that the 
thing was fast sinking, but will make an 
effort to rally even in the last moments. 

Buying av Orgun. 

Last evening the body met andat once 
began the discussion of buying an organ. 
Coione] Peek, of Conyers, introduced a res- 
olution to purchase an organ, and the de- 
baie began. Here again Colonel Corput 
was opposed to the plan, as were also a 
grat many others. The —_ opitions 
ut various delegates were freely 
ventilated anf the meeting lasted till the 
wee small h@irs. Colonel Peek’s speeches 
were strong and forcible, as were those of 
his supporters, and just as strong, if not 
stronger, were those of Colonel Corput and 
his followers. The more conservative 
meinbers were generally with those who 
were against buying the organ. It is ru- 
mored that Colonel Peek’s son-in-law, Mr. 
Irwin, who is publishing the present al- 
liance paper called “Living Issues’” was 
losing money and this would be a good 
time to unload. This, of course, is only 
speculation of some of the members. Col- 
onel Peek stated that he didn’t care wheth- 
er the alliance bought The Living Issues 
or not. 

Atter a long session which lasted till 
near 11 o'clock, a vote was reached and 
the resolution to buy a state organ fell 
through. Colonel Corput’s views had been 
victorious. 

This Action Reconsidered, However. 

On calling the stockholders of the ex- 
shange to order this morning the purchase 
of a state organ was again taken up and 
Colonel W. L. Peek introduced a_ resolnu- 


-tion to reconsider the action of the body 


the night before and substitute a motion for 
the purchase of the paper outfit. ‘The res- 
olution stated that the state exchange could 
appropriate money not exceeding the amount 
of $15,000 to be used in connection with 
funds from the state alliance for the pur- 
chase of a state organ, the charge of buy- 
ing and management being left in the 
hands of the board of directors of the ex- 
change and a committee appointed by the 
state alliance. Colonel 
favor of the motion and stated that the 
alliance should by all means own and op- 
erate its organ. Hon. Tom Barrett, of 
Pike, also spoke on the motion and was 
greatly in favor of the movement. Colonel

President Ellington's Address. 


The principal feature of tonight’s ses- 
sion was’ the address of President Elling- 
ton. “Ll congratulate you today,” he began, 
“This is the sixth time that our great 
brotherhood in the state of Greotgh has 
met in annual session. Looking back over 
these six years and remembering the 
struggles and trials, joys and sorrows, 
through which we have come—how we 
were sometimes filled with hope and at 
other times almost overcome with despair; 
remembering how some stepped aside and out 
some weak and faint hearted and weary; 
others, who, Judas like, betrayed wus; re- 
nembering also that by the side of the 
road over which we have come are many 
graves, sacred to us because they. are 
filled with our dead heroes; remembering 
all this, 1 ean but congratulate you, the 
order, the cause in which we are engagtd 
that out of it all and throngh it all we 
have brought our escutcheon untarnished; 
our honor without a stain, and the cause 
so far, triumphant as to have compelled the 
world to take notice and the politicians 
to attempt to excuse themselves for the 
wrongs done to the common people of 
this country. 1 congratulate the cause and 
you that instead of being scattered and 
broken and hopeless as our enemies hoped 
and predicted, we pause for counsel today 
upon the same road ov@ which we have 
been marching for the entire time of our 
existence, We may speak witbout shame 
of those who have died in the cause.” 

He paid tribute to L. L. Polk, who had 
been called to the highest office in the 
gift of the alliance and said he had been 
faithful ever since in every detail. 

Mr. Fllington said he had spent near 
his entire salary for hotel bills and rail- 
read fare in lecturing over the state. He 
called the executive committee together and 
they determined to put in the field district 
lecturers. This had been done and the 
entire state, excepting the eleventh dis- 
trict, had been thoroughly canvassed. 

Here he outlined the policy of the alli- 
ance. He wanted them to put alliance over 

arty, but said that they could do nothing 
na party unless they could dominate it. 
He recommended the purchase of a state 
organ and wanted “Living Issues’ bought 
and secure Mr. Tom Irwin ag the editor 
with Mr. Peavy as associate. The con- 
stitution be so amended that three sub- 
alliances may form a county alliance; also 
that the lecturers make a close study of 
the financial condition. 

Paying tribute to the power of the alli- 
ance he closed his speech by saying that 
he believed the alliance to be the best, if 
not the only means, through which the 
work can be accomplished.

HE STOLE PAPERS 


And Was Caught—A Criticism of Mail Facili- 
ties at Griffin. 


Griffin, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)—Last 
night the United States mail was opened 
at the depot while waiting for the out- 
going train. The sack contained evening 
papers which were bound for Senoia, and 
the negro boy who has charge of the 
pouches at the depot has for some time 
been opening the paper sacks, taking out 
the papers and selling them. The papers 
had been missing for quite a while and 
until last night it was a myetery where 
they were going. 

The negro boy who did the stealing is 
John Stark, and was employed by the su- 
perintendent of the mails for this section. 
Detective Bullard, of Atlanta, came down 
and carried the boy to Atlanta this morn- 
ing, where he will be tried. 

Why Griffin has not a reliable man here 
to take charge of the mails at the depot 
is a matter that cannot be understood, and 
especialy when other towns that transfer 
much less mail have an officer. For jin- 
stance, Albany has a man and so has Co- 
lumbus, when Griffin trasfers much more 
mail than either. At the above named 
places the men are paid about $65 per 
month, and here in Griffin the work, which 
is much more résponsible, is placed in the 
hands of a negro boy, whom they hire for 
a nominal sum. 

Griffin receives and sends out fourteen 
different mails a day and the sacks are 
left at the depot in the baggage room 
where most anybody could handle them. 
No small amount of thouble and confysion 
has arisen from this source, and it is 
sincerely hoped that the superintendent of 
mails will do something about the matter.

Grand Lodge 1. O. O. F. 


The fifty-first annual session of the grand 
lodge of the Independent Order of Odd I'el- 
lows of the state of Georgia, convened this 
morniug, at Y o'clock, at Masonic temple. 
There was a very large attendance. ‘Lhe 
visiting Odd Fellows were escorted from 
the Hotel Lanier to the temple by the 
members of the local lodges. ‘Lhe session 
was called to order by Grand Master J. G. 
Bloodworth, of Atlanta, who made an ex- 
ceedingly interesting address. There was an 
exceedingly large attendance. 

The business of the morning consisted 
mostly in routine work of organizing and 
the reading of reports. All the reports were 
exceedingly gratifying and showed the or- 
der to be in a highly flourishing condition. 
Grand Master Bloodworth’s report, also 
that of Grand Secretary Deitz and State 
Organizer Ward, were especially encour- 
aging.

Bailey's Second Trial. 


The second trial of R. H. Bailey on a 
writ of lunacy was set for today, but owing 
to the absence of witnesses it was post- 
poned until tomerrow. In the meanwhile 
Bailey 1s kept in jail. Bailey was tried 
a few days ago for lunacy, but the jury 
made a mistrial, there being seven of the 
jury in favor of declaring him of sound 
mind and five in favor of committing him 
to the asyJum. The full particulars of the 
case Hee already been published in The 
Constitution. Bailey still maintains that 
he is sane, and that his trial is simply an 
effort on the part of bis family to get rid 
of him. When he was arrested by the 
officer on the charge of lunacy he was un- 
der bond for gambling. Since he has been 
put in jail charged with lunacy his bondsman 
has declined to qualify again on the gam- 
bling bond, and_ even if the jury which will 
try him tomorrow for lunacy declares him 
sane, he will have to remain 1n jail to await 
trial] at the superier court for gambling 
unless he can make a new bond. 

Whisky Men Want Money. 


some of the wholesale whisky dealers of 
Macon are in receipt of notices from Cin- 
cinnati sellers that hereafter buyers must 
remit cash for the amount of the United 
States tax, which tax is 90 cents on every 
gailon of proof whisky. This new rule is 
due, it is said, to the financiaf stringency 
and has not been in vogue before. An il- 
lustration of what this requirement meats 
is as follows: Suppose a Macon dealer 
orders a barrel of whisky from a Cincinnati 
dealer containing fifty gallons at $1.50 
per gallon, the total cost would be $719 
and the tax on this at 90 cents per gallon 
would amount to $45, which would be paid 
to the national government. It has been 
the practice of the Cincinnati dealers to 
sell their whisky on time where it was de- 
sired and the Cincinnati dealer would ad- 
vance the price of the tax and the buyer 
would not be required to pay it until the 
expiration of the time, sixty days, say, on 
which he bought the whisky. The new rule 
of the western dealers requires the buyer 
to remit the tax money before the whisky 
will be shipped. The difference between 
the tax money and the full amount of the 
invoiee or cost can be paid on time. In 
other words, if a, barrel of whisky costs 
$75, the Macon’ dealer must _re- 
mit the tax of $45 to Cincinnati, 
but will be allowed the usual time indul- 
gence for the payment of the balance, to-wit 
$30, which is the difference between the 
amount of the tax money and the total 
cost. How long this rule will remain in 
force is not known. It depends on the 
tightness of the money market. It seems 
that money, as well as everything else, 
can get tight on whisky.

Hedging. 

It gratifies us to observe that Secré- 
tary Smith’s evening newspaper is ap- 
parently waking to the kindling of anew 
light. For some time it has been de- 
nouncing bimetallists who endorse the 
Chicago platform as “free silver cranks,” 
and has characterized democratic bimet- 
allism as the “free silver fraud” and the 
“free silver heresy.” 

But in yesterday’s issue we find the 
following hopeful paragraph in one of 


its editorial articles: 

Yhe Journal’s position on the silver ques- 
tion is, of course, well understood. We 
wtand squarely on the Chicago platform, 
viz: Repeal the Sherman act and pass a 
free coinage bill for both gold and silver, 
putting enough silver in a dollar to place it 
on a parity with the gold dollar. We furth- 
er believe that Mr. Cleveland, his cabinet 
ahd the democratic leaders in the senate 
and house, squarely favor his plan. 

This is hopeful. It is promising. Here- 


tofore the democratic pledge has had 
for our afternoon contemporary only one 
meaning—the unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman law and, at some subse- 
quent and remotely vague date, an in- 
ternational conference at which the 
European bondholders, money lenders 
and Shylocks were to dictate what sort 
of currency this republic should have. 
But, as we have said, The Journal has 
beheld the kindling of a new light. It 
has evidently heard from the people, or 
witnessed some sign in the _ political 
heavens. Its purpose is evidently to 
get right back on the platform by easy 
stages. 

This being so, what is to hinder other 
anti-platform editors in Georgia from 
getting back on the platform and in this 
way aid in holding the party together. 
Great events are just ahead of us. If 
the platform is repudiated in any part 
the democracy ‘will be. badly injured. 
Our position has been and now is that 
harmony and unity are as essential as 
the legislation the party is pledged to 


‘carry out, and we ¢annot have one with- ° 


out the other. 

Therefore, let all democratic newspa- 
pers join The Constitution in standing 
upon the democratie platform.

An Object Lesson. 

We hear of no financial depression in 
I‘rance. All the reports from that eoun- 
try indicate unbroken prosperity. 

But the French people have a cireula- 
tion of $43 per capita, and the Bank of 
I'rance reserves the right fo pay out 
gold or silver, or both, without being 


controlled by individuals or syndicates 
or foreign nations. 


We have only about one-half of the 
per capita circulation of France, and yet 
the requirements of business in our vast 
territory, with its diversified interests, 
would seem to demand a much larger 
sum. Many of our statesmen and finan- 
cial writers ignore this object lesson, and 
declare that we have too much money 
in circulation. This startling proposi- 
tion is advanced at a time when cities 
in the north, west and south are forced 
by the currency famine to adopt certi- 
fied checks and factory scrip as a substi- 
tute for currency. 

It is useless to argue the question. 
Look at France with her prosperous peo- 
ple, all at work and saving money, and 
then look at. this country for the past 
two years staggering from one depres- 
sion to another. Such an object lesson 
should set people to thinking, and when 
a few plujgcrats tell the masses that we 
have too much money and should wipe 
out about half of it by demonetizing sil- 
ver, there should be be an emphatic and 
a startling response. 


Bradstreet’s Blunder. 
The recent Bradstreet’s report, which 
stated that the problem of how to bor- 
row $50,000,000 or more to move the 
cotton crop had become a serious one, 
made a bad blunder. 

It is a well known fact ¢hat the grad- 
ual harvesting of cotton makes it an 
easy matter to get the cash for it right 
along. The crop is extensively exported 
and draws gold from Europe. Instead 
of being a difficult crop to move. it un- 
locks hoarded money and gcatters it 
throughout the south. 

The trouble is that some of the man- 
agers in charge of Bradstreet's southern 
agencies are young men of little prac- 
tical business experience, and the eotton 
movement is a mystery to them.  For- 
tunately, the mistake we have exposed 
has been promptly corrected by experts 
who understand the situation, but it 


calls attention to the fact that the great 


commercial agencies of the country 
wield a tremendous power, and in times 
of financial depression and uncertainty 
if they should, by accident or design, 
er through ignorancé, misrepresent the 
status of affairs very serious and far- 
reaching results might follow. 

We fully appreciate the vglue of the 
work of our commercial agencies, but. 
it is in order to warn them that they 


cannot afford to permit their statistics 


that cotton will move freely from start 
to‘ finish, and that ft will very Jatgely 
telieve the financial stringency in the 
south. : . 


“Fixing” as a Fine Art. 

The comments and prediétions as to 
the attitude that Senator John B. Gor- 
don would occupy when congress met— 
the posifion he Would take on the finan- 
cial question—-and the various rumors 
connecting his attitude with the sup- 
rosed influence to be exerted by certain 
cabinet officlalsk—have no doubt been 
read with interest by those of our read- 
ers who have had access to the prints in 
Which they appeared. 

The outcome of all this chattet about 
General Gordon's position reminds us of 
a little incident that occurred during one 
of our prohibition campaigns. Among 
the ardent prohibitionists was a young 
main who gave a good deal of his tinie 
and attention to the work of organiza- 
tion. He was a zealous member of one 
of the clubs. formed for the purpose of 
forwarding the work. 

At one of the meetings it was regret- 
fully announced that the young man’s 
older brother had taken a prominent 
position on the other side, and there 
Was some consultation as to what should 
be done about it. The young man arose, 
and asked that the whéle matter be left 
in his hands. “I'll go out to his house,” 
he said, “and fix him.” 


The campaign went on, but it was | 


found that the ardent young man at- 
tended no more meetings of the elub— 
that his yoice was no longer heard on 
the hustings. Shortly after the contest 
had been settled at the polls, some of 
the young man’s colleagues met him on 
the street. “We thought,” said one, 
“that you intended. to fix your brother.” 
“Yes,” replied the young man, “that 
was what I intended to do. TI set out 
to fix him, but, by George, he fixed me!” 

We do not know that the develop- 
ments in General Gordon’s case have 
gone this far. We do not know that he 
has “fixed” the secretary of the interior, 


who was relied upon to fix him, but we | 


do know that, according to all late in- 
formation, the gallant general has not 
been “fixed” by those who set out to 
accomplish that result. He seems to be 
Standing squarely on the democratic 
platform, and it is to be hoped that he 
will lift his would-be fixers to the same 
high place.

The Coinage of Silver. 
Bascom Myrick, in The Times-Recorder. 

There are in the United States silver dol- 
lar measure 371 1-4 grains of pure silver; 
and in the gold doilar measure 23 1-5 grains 
of pure gold; or 16 times as much Silver in 
a silver dollar as there is gold in a gold dol- 
iar. (This is what is meant by the ratio of 
16 to 1.) 

Up to 1873 when silver by law ceased to 
be coined as a nieasure of value, (that is, was 
demonetized) this ratio of 16 to 1 had, with 
slight alternate fiictuations been taintained 
for eighty years; the greatest fluctuation 
being about 1849-50 when 16 pounds of silver 
were quoted as worth about 20 per cent more 
than cne pound of gold. * * * 

Why are 371 1-4 grains of silver Duliion 
quoted today at 50 per cent lower than in 
1873% For the same reason that wheat and 
cotton to which its ratio is still the same as 
in 1873 are quoted at 60 per cent decline from 
1873; that is because silver has for twenty 
years been only a commodity, a simpie pro- 
duct of labor, just as cotton and wheat are, 
and because its value, like theirs, is estimat- 
ed in terms of the gold standard of @@easure- 
ment, which has been artificially doubled in 
capacity by the law which discrimiuates in 
rer of gold bullion and against silver bul- 

on. 

It now takes 32 ounces to make a pound 
of wheat, or corn, of cotton or meat by the 
scales of the gold standard, while by the sil- 
ver standard scales 16 ounces still make a 
pound as heretofore. It now takes twice as 
much corn or wheat to fill a gold bushel 
measure as to fill a silver bushel measure, 
for the reason that the gold bushel meas- 
ure has become by the operation of law twice 
as big as a silver bushel measure; not be- 
cause the silver bushel measure has shrunk up 
while the gold bushel measure remained un- 
changed. 

If a day’s work is worth one bushel of coro, 
or wheat, or eight pounds of meat, a man 
now has to give two days’ work instead of 
one to’ get a gold dollar which eight pounds 
of meat or one bushel of grain ought still 
to be the equivalent of, ani would be wee 
the gold standard not artificiall doubied. 

Under the single gold standard all debts 
must be’ paid and at? necessaries of life 
bought in gold dollars, and it takes two 
bushels of grajn or sixte-n pourds of cotton 
to obtain one of these dollars, while twenty 
years ago one bushel of grain or eight pounds 
of cotton would obtain either a gold or a 
silver dollar. , 

It is nonsense to say that wheat or corn 
or cotton have declined 50 per cent in value; 
with slight fluctuations based upen legiti- 
mate supply and demand their values must 
always remain practically the sana from 
century to century; that is to say, the vaiue 
of the Wbor expended to produce the neces- 
saries of life for mankind always has been 
and always will be about the same and worth 
the same when estimated by the same stand- 


rd. | 
o Wheat and corn afd cotton have not de- 
clined; the single gold measure for them set 
up by arbitrary enactment of congress has 
become twice as large, and it takes twice as 
much grain or cotton to fill.the gold measure 
in 1893 as the gold and silver measure in 
1873. a 

It is therefore wholly erroneous to say 
that cotton, or corn, or wheat, or the 371 1-4 
grain silver doliar have declined in value; 
but it true that the gold standard of meas- 
urement has nearly doubled in purchasing 


power.

Des Moines, Ia., August 16.—The republican 
state convention met tere today, ex-United 
States Senator Hiarlan, chairman.

“When President Cleveland said in his_re- 
cent message to congress that our unfor- 
tunate financial plight ‘with the evil condi- 
tions’ he depicted, ‘are principally chargea- 
ble to congressional legislation touching the 
purchase and coinage of silver by the general 
government’ he omited the largest producing 
cause. This is the sinister effects of the 
threatened democratic attempt to overthrow 
protection and a protective tariff as em- 
praced in the AlcKiniey measure. 

‘For the relief of the people, to get stabili- 
ty of business, the laws should provide that 
the payment of debts shall be the réturn of 
equivalent purchasing power, estimafed by 
land, rent, interest and the wages of labor.

“You see,” said Mr. ©. K. Maddox; 
one of the manufacturers who was pres- 
ent, “it was one of the most interesting 
meetings I have ever attended and it is des- 
tined to do the city more good than anything 


that has happened in a long time. The 
Wage earners are on the right line. When 


they first got together they figured on the 
number of wage earners in the city who were 
out of work. Then they began scheniing 
how they could put them back to work 
and before they were through with their 
figuring they ascertained how much money 
was sent out of Atlanta every month for 
supplies which were brought into Atlanta 
to be consumed by these very people them- 
selves. They found, after consulting with 
the merchants, that nearly, if hot quite, a 
million of dollars went out of the city every 
month to buy the very things that are con- 
sumed here. Many, in fact, hearly all, 
of these same articles can be, and most of 
them are, made right hete in the city, 
but when a consumer goes to a store for 
what he wants he finds that he js shown 
something which is tet made in Atlanta, 
but which is bought and brought here. 
Now we think the same goods when made 
in Atlanta, if as good as the goods brought 
from some other place, should command 
as much money as the goods which are 
brought from other places. I am informed 
that the wage workers who are mixed up 
in this matter have gone so far as to say 
that when they call at a store and ask for 
anything they will be convineed that it was 
made in Atlanta before they take it. If 
they are not satisfied that it was made in 
Atlanta they will not touch it. However, 
should they be seeking for something which 
cannot be and is not made in Atlanta that 
will make no difference in their trade. 
When the wage earners talked with the 
manufacturers about the matter they de- 
clared that they could secure the trade of 
the entire town for the home-made stuff 
or that they would see that the home-made 
stuff should be asked for. The manufactu- 
rers then detlared that they could give all 
the wage earners of the city employment 
if the employe when he became a consumer 
would demand the material he had made 
himself.”” 

The meeting Friday night will be of in- 
terest not only to the wage earner, but to 
the manufacturer.

TO MEET TONIG4T AGAIN. 
The Members of the Atlanta Clearing House 
to Meet at Lowry’s Bank Tonight. 

There will be -another meeting of the 
Atlanta clearing house tonight at the of- 
fice of the president of the Lowry Banking 
Company. 

The meeting is for the purpose of having 
a report from the sub-committee appointed 
night before last for the work of looking 
into the proposition of issuing clearing 
house certificates for the purpose of mov- 
ing the cotton crop.

It Will Be a Handy Book and May Save the 
Legislature from Mistakes. 


“It is just the book that is needed,”’ said 
Lieutenant Satteriee, yesterday when he re- 
ceived a compilation of all the state mil- 
itary laws trom Mr. W. W. Gordon, Jr., of 
Savannah.

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M’BRIDE’S ESTATE TO BE DISPOSED OF. 


He Was Worth $80,000, and His Brother 
Will Look After His Affairs. 
§His Will. 


Patrick Meehan has but little time for 
reflection ever the killing of Robert Me- 
Bride in his quiet cell at the county jail. 
He is constantly receiving. visitors, nearly 
all of whom belong to the Irish element of 
Atlanta’s population, and many of whom 
are prominent in affairs of church and 
state, 

He passed a quiet day yesterday, talking 
to the matiy friends who called. He talks 
with all his visitors, but while talking his 
face often assumes a thoughtful, absent 
look and he appears to be thinking of mat- 
ters altogether different from the matfer 
under discussion. 

Among his visitors yesterday was Father 
Keiley, and the reverend man of God spent 
some time in the iron cage. Meehan was 
lying down upon his prison cot at the 
time. He wore only an wndershirt and 
séemed to be taking his jail life as easy as 
he could under the circumstances, He had 
taken a dose of meditine early in the 
morning and was sleeping when Father 
Keiley came in. 

Meehan makes jokes as he talks, but it 
is evident that he doesn’t appreciate his 
own humor. He smiles faintly, but never 
laughs. 

“I have a nice place here,” he told his 
friends yesterday, as he sat in his iron 
cage. The cage stands by itself in the 
middle of the wide corridor, just at the 
head of the stairway leading up from the 
jail office. A cool breeze floats in at a 
window opening on Hunter street. The 
rooms occupied by Lewis Redwine, Harry 
Hill and Dr. Grafton W. Gardner open on 
one side of thé cage. ‘This is a fine mos- 
qguito net, I'll tell you. This would be a 
capital thing up in Jersey; in fact they 
have to have them up there like this—to 
keep the mosquitoes from carrying them 
away. There’s no danger of the mosquitoes 
earrying me out of here.” 

Meehan says he is grateful to the Atlanta 
people for their consideration. He says 
there are no people on earth like them. 
He claims Atlanta as his home, and says 
he was only residing at Newnan temporar- 
ily. He speaks very highly of the Newnan 
people, and says his associations with the 
people of that little city were of the pleas- 
antest nature. 

He wrote two letters yesterday, one to 
his wife, the other to Applegate & Sons, 
whisky dealers, of Louisville, Ky., _ his 
former employers. The letter to his em- 
ployers informed them of his trouble and 
stated that it would likely be some time 
before he could return to work, and telling 
them to fill iis place. The letter to his 
wife was a long one, and no doubt he re- 
counted the frightful events of the past 
few days, 

It is supposed that the remains of Rob- 
ert McBride were interred at Elizabeth, N. 
J., yesterday afternoon. He has a number 
of relatives there. He was born there, 
and lived there until his father removed 
to Brooklyn, N. Y. McBride left an estate 
of $80,000, which will be divided among 
his family. He made a will last week, af- 
ter the trouble with Mrs. Meehan, in which 
he directed the disposition of his worldly 
possessions. He made the will fully ex- 
pecting to be killed, and went about it as 
coolly as if he had been drawing up a deed 
to a piece of property. He owned a large 
interest in the Newnan Ice and Brokerage 
Conipany, and in the Newnan cotton oil 
mill. He also held considerable rea! estate in 
and around Newnan. 

His brother, Will McBride, will return 
to Newnan in a few days and wind up the 
estate. 

A satchel, which Robert McBride brought 
with him to Atlanta the day he was killed, 
is now at Vignaux’s restaurant, awaiting 
his brother’s demand. McBride ate 
breakfast at the restaurant Monday morn- 
ing and left the satchel there. It is just as 
he left it, and will be kept until called for. 


DR. D. W. GWIN CALLED.

Dr. D. W. Gwin, who for years filled the 
pulpit of the first Baptist church, bas been 
called to another Atlanta pulpit, and the 
chances are that he wili accept the call.

She spent several 
hours with her jmprisoned sister yesterday. 
She will employ an attorney and assist in 
the defense of Stella Cole. 

The latter has displayed remarkable 
nerve in bearing up under her imprison- 
ment. She has been sick about half the 
time, but has never complained, and when 
things looked blackest she said she wouid 
tough it out and take her dose in the peni- 
tentiary with as good grace as any one. 

Caught the burglar. 

On Saturday the home of Mr. Alex 
Bealer, at Edgewood, was burglarized and 
goods amounting in value to $200 were 
stolen. The burglar gained an entrance to 
the house by cutting through the window 
blinds. 

Mr. Bealer immediately reported the 
robbery to the detectives anu Detective 
Etheridge was detailed to find the burglar. 
Yesterday he arrested Will Goldsmith and 
recovered nearly all of the stolen goods. 
He hopes to be able to restore to Mr. Bealer 
every article that was stolen. lt was a fine 
piece of work. 

For Highway Robbery. 

Frank Howard, a young negro, fell into 
the clutches of Detective Billy Crim and 
is being entertained as the city’s guest un- 
til a charge of highway robbery against 
him can be disposed of.

dence in the trade that present prices will be main- 
tained, and the greater porfion of the advance has 
been slowly lost. Crop accounts are not quite so fe- 
vorable according to the weekly government report, 
and under ordinary conditions cotton would advance 
in response to the trade conditions abroad. During 
the afternoon the market lost the improvement of the 
morning, and closessteady a shade under last evening’s 
quotations, The loss appeared to be due entirely to 
the receipt of selling orders from the south, though it 
is undoubtedly true that the monetary stringency will 
materiaily lessen the early movement of the cotton 
crop. The latest advices from Liverpool report a con- 
tinuance of the demand for spot cotton after the close 
of business, and the most conservative merchants are 
of the belief that with any ray of light in the monetary 
situation the prices of cotton will materially improve. 

‘These views are based tupon the expectation of a com- 
paratively light movement and of a steadily increas- 
ing demand for cotton from spinners in this country 
and in Europe who have for this reason reduced their 
surplus supply of raw material and manufactured 
goods to very small proportions.

NEW YORK, August 16—[Special.)—The attitude of 
Liverpool today disappointed the bears, and the re- 
sumption of several eastern cotton miils caused a 
somewhat better feeling and the market opened } 
points higher. There was a great deal of quiet cover- 
ing of shorts, and for a time the tone was quite firm, 
but a flood of southern selling orders, mainly from 
New Orleans, came pouring in, and the bulls soon 
found the offerings heavier than they cared to take 
and prices began to weaken, and the shorts, whose coy- 
ering had stiffened the market, finding that they had 
made a mistake, hastened to put out fresh short lines, 
and prices gave way. The Liverpool holders of spot 
cotton are doing their best to sustain prices, but unless 
they can infuse more strength into their market than 
it has shown lately we fear thet it will be impossible 
to check the decline here. The bears are very aggres- 
sive, and the Kaowledge that the pressure of the new 
crop upon the market is increasing every day, while 
the Gnancial situation, showing no improvement, gives 
them a confidence that contrasts strongly with the 
helpless and almost hopeless feeling of the bulls.

That was the problem with which the 
general passenger men had to wrestle when 
they came together yesterday morning at 
the office of Assistant Commissioner 
Slaughter. Some of the members were in 
favor of a one-fare rate for the round trip 
and it was reported that four members 
were ready to vote for that. All day long 
it was debated. The managers have giv- 
en positive instructions not to cut rates, 
They would rather have them raised if 
anything.. Nothing was to be done which 
would run the risk of reducing the revenue. 
Anything that would increase it would 
go with the managers, but no chances 
were to be taken as to losing any revenue. 
In the afternoon it was agreed to let the 
rates stand where they are, the southern 
lines absorbing the $2 advance recently 
7ut on the basing rate by the lines north 
of the river, that basing rate now being 
$9 instead of $7 as it stoad when the 
first cut of 85 was made. 

Tickets will stand just as they are. No 
adiwsce will be made. A one-fare rate for 
“the round trip would be $20.40 from 
Atlanta. Under a onefare rate the lines 
above the river would demand a pro rata 
which would give the southern roads only 
about $13. 


GOOD FOR ATLANTA. 


The Change on the Georgia Road Wil) Suit 
Patrons and City Merchants. 

For the first time in years, the Georgia 
railroad announces a, change of schedule. 
The change will go into effect on Sunday 
when the two “fast” mai] trains between 
Atlanta and Augusta will come off. 

These trains were considered fast when 
they were put on years ago, but railroad- 
ing has changed wonderfully in the mean- 
time, and it was a habit which continued 
the reference to them as fast. Their sched- 
we time was abort thirty-four miles ~ an 
hour including stops. 

No design is apparent in the new sched- 
ules to run fast trains, but the new man- 
agement in rearranging the trains has 
tried to make the service suit the patrons 
aud particularly the cities of Atlanta and 
Augusta. 

Accommodation trains are started at a 
conveniently early hour out along the line, 
and carried into each city where the peo- 
ple from the interior are given several hours 
for business and they have a convenient 
schedule for getting home late in the af- 
ternoon or early at Night: 

Through a misunderstanding there was 
some criticism yesterday here in Atlanta 
about the inconvenience of the schedules 
for people living between here and Coving- 
ton. The criticism would have been all 
right if the ground for it had exister, but 
the Covington accommodation js not dis- 
turbed, nor is any other suburban train. 
All the suburban trains for Covington, 
Clarkston and Decatur will continue to run 
just as they have in the past. In addition 
to these there will be qn accommodation 
trail coming in here at 10:25 in the morn- 
ing from Union Point. This train will 
leave in the afternoon at 4 o'clock. Keally 
there will be just as many trains coming 
In and going out of the city on the Georgia 
as heretofore, but two of them will not 
run through and wil] be accommodations.. - 

So far as Atlanta and Augusta are con- 
cerned the vew arrangement will be an 
improvement on the old system, and it will 
surely build up travel along the line, all the 
short connecting roads operated by the 
Georgia having their schedules changed 
to connect with the trains for the two cit- 
ies at the ends of the main line. 

Another innovation is that the Georgia 
will recognize the fact that it has inde- 
Pendent connections, and it will wait for 
them and wil] run its trains so that they 
can connect with other roads. For in- 
Stance it will be possible to leave here at 
Nicht and go o@ through to Charleston di- 


rect, reaching that city about 9 o’clock or |

To buy and sell all kinds of products, 
and deal in all kinds of merchandise} te es- 
tablish coal and wood yards in the city of 
Atlanta and any other: cities or towns in 
the state of Georgia, making the city of 
Auanta its principal place of business; to re- 
ceive and sell upon commission coal, wood, 
lime and all mineral products. 

The following provisions and restrictions 
are coupled with said grant of powers: 

ist. The failure to elect officers at the 
proper time does not dissolve tbe corpora- 
tion, but those in office hold until the elec 
tion or oppointment and qualification of their 
successors. 

2d. The terms of all officers shall be fixed 
by the by-laws of the corporation; the same, 
however, rot to exeeed two years. 

3d. The corporation may Dy by-laws make 
regulations concerning subscriptions for or 
transfer of stock, fix upon e amount of 
capital to be invested in the enterprise, the 
division of the same Into shares, and the 
time required for payment thereof by the 
subscribers for stock, the amonnt to be called 
at any one time, and in case of failure of 
any stockholder to pay the amount thus sub- 
scribed by him at -the time and in the 
amount thus called, a right of action shall 
exist in the corporation against said default- 
ing stockholder for the same.
